New Homestead Map 


There has been in preparation 
for sometime in the Office of 
the Natural Resources Intel- 
ligence Branch, Department of 
the Interior, Ottuwa, a new 
edition of a» map much sought 
after by prospective settlers to 
Western Canada, namely the 
Southern Alberta Homestead 
Map. 

The new issue is most com- 
prehensive in the information 
that it contains. By an elab- 
orate color scheme for instance, 
the vast land area that is in- 
cluded in the portion of the 
which 1s covered by the map 
has been divided in such a way 
as to indicate clearly the dis: 
position of the whole. The 
various colors represent lands 
finally disposed of, lands enter- 
ed for but not patented, Forest 
Reserves, ‘Timber Berths, Graz- 
ing Leases, Dominion Parks 
and Indian Reserves, also the 
boundaries of Dominion Land 
Agencies and the location of 
the different Land Offices.
